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THE PUCHBERG CASTLE 


Puchberg Castle, situated at Puchberg, Austria, near 
Vienna, was erected about 1640 by a member of the 
Imperial family and has since been an Austrian land- 
mark. Fenced in by walls it rises in the midst of a beau- 
tiful park. The grounds and gardens cover r8o jochs. 

Towards the end of the eighteenth century, when all Europe 
was stirred by the Napoleonic conquests, many a war council was 
held within its majestic towers. Napoleon I. made a brief sojourn 
there during his Austrian campaign. 

About 1850 Herr Ritter Jurnitschek von Wehrstedt, its present 
owner — Imperial Counsellor at the Austrian Court — completely 
remodelled the Castle and put in such improvements as the later mode 
of living demanded. Being a great connoisseur and lover of Art, 
he at once set to work to add to its beautiful collection of Antiques, 
purchasing rare objects of Art for which he paid extravagant prices. 

Of a very retiring nature, artist born, and profoundly intel- 
lectual, he lived the life of a recluse, devoting all his leisure time to 
his Art and to the writing of books on Military and other scholarly 
matters. Contemporaneously with this he was an enthusiastic 
inventor. Perhaps the most important of his inventions is the 
Jurnitschek Repeating Rifle. His inventions, while adding to his 
distinction, were the cause of his later misfortunes, as he was con- 
stantly compelled to borrow large sums of money from unscrupulous 
lenders to bring them to successful issue. Far from possessing any 
business qualities he allowed these money lenders to cat into the rem- 
nants of his fast disappearing fortune, until, harassed and pressed 
without mercy, he saw himself compelled to sell some of his rare 
treasures, and later to give up his beautiful Castle and its contents 
to satisfy their demands. 



How he came to be acquainted some years back with a young 
and promising Composer and Pianist, Maurice E. Souhami, well 
known in the Austrian Capital, and how, captivated by his Art, he 
befriended him and made him a constant guest at his Castle, con- 
fiding to him his financial troubles, is an interesting story with its 
sequel of how the enterprising brother of the Artist, H. S. de 
Souhami, the well known Art Expert and Dealer of Paris and New 
^ ork, quickly saw an opportunity ot securing a very important Art 
Collection and helping his brother’s friend in distress at the same 
time. 

Mr. M. E. Souhami secured the original Court inventory of 
the collection with Seals and Court expert testimonials appended. 
He is now intrusted with the sale of the Castle and its grounds, as 
well as the entire costly Art Collection.
